Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney pointed out that even though the Polfer prior art teaches 
about examining the FAT entries, the Polfer prior art does not teach the first limitation "performing at least one read 
operation ..." of claim 1. Examiner pointed out to Attorney that since the claim limitation(s) does not specifically states 
about reading the actual data blocks pointed out by the file system, examining FAT in Polfer does read on the claimed 
limitation. Attorney will make appropriate amendment(s) to claim 1 for clarifying this point (i.e. the read operation reads 
the actual data blocks pointed out by the file system). 

Attorney also pointed out that he inadvertently specified the supporting lines and fig. components backward. He will 
correctly present it in the next official response to overcome the 112, 1st rejection..
